McDougall & Secord, and would com- 
mence at the first of the week to make 
the alterations necessary to convert the 
premises into a banking house. 
The deal was only provisionally com- 
pleted and may be subject to altera- 
tion when Mr. Aylwin comes back to 
the city on Monday next, but it is al- 
most certain that the Bank of Hamiiton 
will cecupy the Jasper avenue premises 
or-they will take a place in the first 
block on First street. 
If the Bank of Hamilton succeeds in 
getting its preparation made and op- 
ening up before the Northern, it will 
make the eighth bank to open up in 
this city.

EQUITY SOCIETY AND SARON 
MEETING 
To the Editor Edmonton Buiistin: 
Dear Sir— 

In your issve of February 12, is an 
account of un organization meeting of 
the Alberta Farmers’ Association to 
which I desire a little space to reply. | 
I wish to give information to the farm- 
ers of Alberta and all other parts of 
Canada just as far as your papér can 
reach then. 

We wish to make the distinction be- 
tween the two farmers societies a lit- | 
tle more plain, so that farmers may | 
have no excuse for confounding them. 

At first we did not quite sce how | 
this was to be done, betaus2 the Al-| 
berta Farmers Association claimed that 
they were efter the same objects as 
the Society of Equity, only they pre- 
ferred to obtain them in a litile dif- 
ferent way,—but they had changed front 
considerably since and we are indebtcd 
to the “Gentleman living near Eliers- 
lie’ for making it so plain that none 
but a fool may be deceived. 

It will be necessary for me to 
back a littie way to properly explain 
where the difference between these two |} 
societies started. 

At aconvention of delegates of the| 
Society of Equity held in Edmonton on 
December 8, a constitution was | 
brought forward by Messrs. Stevens | 
and Warner as a means whereby the 
two societies, ‘the Equity’’ and the 
Strathcona Grain Growers might am- 
algamate and form anew and solid} 
society styled Alberta Farmers Associa- 
tion. It had previously been placed be- | 
fore all our local unions and they} 
were prepared to vote upon it, when 
a member of the Society of Equity 
made a motion that the constitution be 
not voted upen but withdrawn, and at | 
the request of Mr. Stevens, Mr. Warn- 
er did withdraw it, A motion that a 
committee of each society meet tore- 
ther and draft another constitution that 
would be agreeable te both societies 
was also at request promptly with-| 
drawn.

as farmers have been from time im-

At this meeting the flag of peace 
was flying, but a few weeks later our 
organizer, by request, was in the dis- 
trict S. of E. of Strathcona, where, 
endeavoring to hold meetings of farm- 
ers he encountered such bitter opposi- 
tion that at a special convention of the 
Squity Society it was decided to with- 
draw him altogether, and since that 
the Alberta Farmers’ Association have 
had things all their Own way, and we 
can say their methods are successful, 
unless it happens that an Equity man 
is around, or that the farmers do not 
ask too many questions. 

The Society cf Equity is a society 
to conduct the business of farmers in a 
business-like way, and the founder of 
it, J. A. Everett, thought out a plan 
whereby farming might become as ¢er- 
tain and as profitable as any other leg- 
itimate business enterprise. 

The plan of controlled marketing 
simply gives the farmer the ‘right to 
make his own price and then enabies 
him to get it.” 

Any man who can think for himself 
can easily see that this idea will bring 
about a revolution; and so it will, one 
of- the greatest revolutions the world 
has yet seen, and this brings us back 
to the gentleman from Ellerslie. 

We wish to state, and history will 
bear it out, that no revoluticn for the 
betterment of the people, has ever gone 
on its way unopposed by greed and cor- 
ruption, or ever yet been encouraged 
iby the existing governments. The 
Society of Equity expected this. They 
did not believe the Alberta Farmers 
Association was what it claimed to be, 
and, thanks to Mr. Fletcher, now we 
are sure of it. 

Mr. Editor, thisletter would not have 
been written had the gentlemen at the 
head of the Alberta Farmers Associa- 
tion kept close to the truth, and not 
made misrepresentations. A false 
statement with a little truth in it, is 
worst than one with none in it in the 
damage it can do. A statement went 
all over the country saying that the 
Equity Society near Edmonton and ihe 
Alberta Farmers Association had join- 
ed together. The president of the Al- 
berta Farmers Association admitted this 
mistake and his note is on file. Again 
it was reported in the press they had 
organized at Fort Saskatchewan and 
Stony Plain, and this was again con- 
fessed by their resident to be false 
at Belmont, Fevruary 8. This confes- 
sion we have, and now we propose to 
show how far from the truth Mr. Flet- 
cher roams. 


He states at Saron that this organ- 
ization from the States was the ‘‘worst 
thing farmers could take hold of,” and 
gives two reasons that prove nothing, 
but his hatred of that organization. 

The stubborn fact remains. thai 
through the plan of the Society of 
Equity the organized farmers of the 
States made more money last year, 
than the combined efforts of the Gov- 
ernments of Canada and the U. S. have 
mace for the farmers since they have 
been in business. 


Because a large number of the Cana- 
dian farmers have taken up this plan 
and are attempting to work it here, 
and because our opponents realize the 
power of the plan to lift the farmer to 
the position that is his, is the real 
reason we have met this opposition, 


; but one might as well attempt to dam 


back Niagara with a scoop shovel as 
siop this idea that has gone abroad 
among the farmers, that they can price 
their own produce and get it. 


Now a few words as to our connec- 
tion with the States, which our op- 
ponents made such a time about. 

The writer has the honor of being 
the méans whereby the “Idea” started 
in this district, and has been connected 
with it ever since and states that all 
business that has been transacted has 
been transacted by Canadian farmers 
at Edmonton. Edmonton is our head- 


| quarters at present (when Canada is 


organized we may have to move the 
head office to a more central place).

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SCIENTIFIC FARMING 
To the Editor Edmonton Bulletin: 


The Department of Agriculture, eae | 


agricultural sccieties, and associations 
under the patronage of the Government 
and the agricultural papers are cer- 
tainly taking a great deal of trouble 
to teach the farmers how to farm bet- 
ter. The farmers are certainly willing 
to learn. A good many of them are 
members of those societies, end sub- 
scribers to those papers. But it is not 
enough to know; the main’ question is 
to. put theory into practice, and for 
this, as a rule, capital, Or money, is 
just as necessary as science. Even 
without attending stock judging schools 
or lectures on agricultural topics; ey- 
en without reading the agricultural pa- 
pers, the average farmer is perfectly 
able to discern a good horse from a 
poor one; or a good cow from a bad 
one; but it does not follow that he is 
able financially, to procure the best 
kind of stock. He may know that his 
land would yield better crops if it was 
drained; he may know that his cattle 
and hogs would bring him better re- 
turns if h's stables and pens were more 
comfortable; but it takes money to 
carry out those improvements. At the 
seed fair many farmers were better 
able to distinguish the best wheat or 
the best oats than to buy fifty bush- 
els at a high figure to sow next spring. 
The farm papers and Government lec- 
turers give the teaching, buf not the 
money. They generally talk to the 
farmers as if the farmers all had a 
few thousané dollars in the bank to 
their credit. As a matter of fact, the 
average Alberta farmer is far from 
being a wealthy man just now. Lack 
of capital and uncertainty of a finan- 
cial reward are the great barriers 
standing in the way of progress in ag- 
riculture. When the average farmer 
wants to acquire improved varieties of 
grain, improved stock, improved farm 
implements, it is not for the satisfac- 
tion or the pride to have nice fields 
of grain, fine, pure bred stock, at 
machinery. It is for the money 
hepes to make out of them. But in a 
present circumstances he is not sure 
to increase his income that way. 
Scientific farmers, improved stock, 
improved machinery, will benefit a few 
farmers (the rich farmers) as long as 
only afew take advantage of them,

not sensibly affected; but as soon as 
the new methods are adopted by a great 
number of farmers, the production gets 
larger, and the prices fall in propor- 
tion. The larger the crop, the lower 
is the price. This is the law of sup- 
ply and demand. We produce more 
grain, more beef, more pork, but we do 
not make more money. Why? Simply 
because we do not control the supply; 
because we dump our produce on the 
market at any fime and at any price: 
becausa we let the buyers set the 
price on our own stuff. 


We have to stand heavy expenses and 
make continuous efforts to keep up 
with progress, but we get no reward 
for our trouble. 

We can produce twice as much grain 
as before the invention of the self-bind- 
er, but we sell it twice as cheap. 

We have considerably improved our 
breeds of cattle and hogs in Alberta 
during the past few years, but we have 
to sell them at a loss. 


Let us produce more; the middlemen, 
the railroad companies, 
lators will make more money off of 
us, but we shall not make more money 
ourselves, until we become able by 
union and co-operation, to set our own 
price on our products. 

The quantity of our produce is one 
thing, the price is another thing. 

Brother Farmers, you have the Fed- 
eral Government, all the agricultural 
societies and associations under the 
control of the Government, the experi- 
mental farms, the farm papers, the 
grain dealers, ih3 cattle) dealers, the 
packers, the railroad companies, ev- 
en all the speculators and gamblers 
on farm products to induce you to pro- 
duce large crops.
